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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not teach a vapor compression refrigeration system comprising the combination of the ejector 
and gas-liquid separator as recited in independent claim 1, and in particular wherein the gas- 
liquid separator separates refrigerant discharged from the ejector into vapor phase refrigerant and 
liquid phase refrigerant, outputs the vapor phase refrigerant to the compressor and the liquid 
phase refrigerant to the low-side heat exchanger, and wherein the gas-liquid separator and the 
low-side heat exchanger are arranged in a common housing.
